BIG THEATRICAL 
PRODUCERS STOP 
WORK ON 71 PLAYS 


New York, Jan. 20.-—[Special.]—All 
preparations on at least seventy-one 
new theatrical productions planned for 
the 1919-20 season were ordered 
stopped tonight pending definite ac- 
tion on the proposed 20 per cent ad- 
mission tax now being considered by 
the congressional committee. 

This announcement was made today 
at the local headquarters of the United 
Theatrical Managers’ Protective asso- 
ciation following a conference attended 
by virtually all of the country’s largest 
theatrical producers. 

Following this decision, which will 
affect approximately 60,000 persons, 
including 6,000 carpenters and 10,000 
women costume makers, who will be 
thrown out of work immediately, it 
was announced that up to last night 
approximately 5,000,000 signatures 
had been sent to Washington in protest. 

The managers’ association sent the 
following telegram to the White House, 
from where it will be forwarded to the 
president in Paris: | 

“ Proposed increased taxation ruinous 
to amusements. The people of the the- 
ater and public morale implore your 
intervention.” 

Besides the preparation of new pro- 


ductions for the 1919-'20 season, it was | 


announced that construction on nine 
new theaters throughout the country 
would not be started until the tax ques- 
tion was finally settled.

“From disease only,” the report says, 
“32.15 men out of each 1,000 in the 
service in the United States would 
have died during 1918 had the death 
rate of the last six months extended 
ever the entire year. Actually the 
death rate for the calendar year was 


“Of the 32.15 per thousand, 30.071 
were due to influenza and pneumonia. 

“It is probable that the number of 
cases of influenza-pneumonia in pro- 
portion to the population and the 
death rate will be shown to be consid- 
erably higher in the army than among 
civilian men of military age in adjoin- 
ing civil communities. 

“There are three explanations of this 
relatively high rate in the army: (1) 
Soldiers in camps are in the most sus- 
ceptible age group, that is, 20 to 40; 
(2) the greater density of population in 
the camps as compared with civil com- 
munities is another factor tending to 
increase the army rates; and (3) the 
housing conditions in camps, where 
the troops are housed in large numbers 
in asingle room.”

AMERICAN LABOR STANDARDS. 


Indications from Paris that there is going to be 
talk of an international labor bureau only serves to 


emphasize the declaration of Frank Metrison, sec- 
retary of the American Federation of Labor, that 
what we most need in this country is an American 
standard of labor. 

It would seem sufficient unto the diplomacy of 
one peace conference to debate such matters as 
the freedom of the seas and leagues of nations 
without seeking to classify and card index every 
human activity. There is in the air a feeling that

THE RAILROAD DEFICIT. 


. The railroad situation becomes more and more 
involved as the facts regarding government opera- 
tion are brought to light. Mr. McAdoo originally 


this year with a substantial surplus—a surplus 
sufficient to justify a reduction in rates. But in- 
stead of @ surplus, it now appears there will be 
a @eficit of some $250,000,000, and the government 
executives are discussing the feasibility of increas- 
img rates. 

Now, we assume that the American people would 
be willing to pay the increase if it could be shown 


service. During the period of the war they 
acquiesced in very considerable rate advances be-| 
cause they realized the railroads could not be 
operated according to old standards. Even so the 
people as a whole received no better service than 
they did before, and in many instances it was 
worse. 

Under private management the railroads were 
just about able to hold their own. If it had not 
been for the restrictive and inflexible policy of the 
interstate commerce commission, not to speak of 
the regulatory activities of various state utility 
commissions, the railroads in all probability would 
have been able to meet the crisis without the 
necessity of government aid or intervention. 

Mr. McAdoo laid great stress on the economies 
that would be effected by government operation, 
such, for instance, as the elimination of duplicate 
salaries, duplicate trains, and duplicate facilities. 

But the fact remains that we are paying more 
for transportation than ever before without realiz- 
ing any appreciable benefits. 

Tt is true the railroad administration has a num- 
ber of explanations to offer, chief of which is the 
extraordinary increase in wages granted to em- 
pleyés. While the various increases were doubtless 


from the standpoint of paternalism and backed 
by the taxing power of the government. If such 
a pelicy should be pursued indefinitely there is no 
limit to which all salaries and wages might not be 
advanced, and the burden would ultimately have 
to be passed on to the public, whether by means 
of increased rates or higher taxes. 

Competent management of any undertaking 
must preserve a balance between income and ex- 
penditure. It is one of the great evils of public 
owriership that little attention is paid to this bal- 
ance until a deficit seems imminent. The rail-

the Versailles conference is about to box the com- 
pass for all time on all subjects. 

Has human understanding reached the ultimate 
and has each emotion exercised its full energy so 
tnat we may now tabulate the observations and 
thus regulate conduct for evermore? From a 
cursory examination of the purposes of the peace 
conference it is well within the realm of possibility. 

There is a good deal of internationalism in the 
air and not all of it is confined to speculations on 
future neighborliness. A great deal of it is being 
fostered by bolshevists who propose a neighbor- 
liness that will not be entirely genial to those 
who have been in the habit of earning three square 
meais a day. An industrious man is not fit 
material for bolshevist proselyting. And it is the 
industrious men of the United States that Mr. 
Morrison seeks to safeguard, if we read his 
thoughts aright. 

Let bolshevist internationalism insinuate itself 
into the workings of a world conference and we 
shall forthwith behold a‘democracy far different 
from the sort we sought to make safe. Talk of 
international brotherhood is most commendable as 
applied to the dealings of nations if it will keep 
them out of wars such as we have just seen. But 
it lacks. genuineness when it strikes at the indi- 
viduality of this nation or at the right of indi- 
viduality of each person in it. 

The league of nations no doubt will be a very 
clubby affair; but we would be very sorry to see 
our American front door thrown open and the 
key lost for all that. We still think we have some 
family matters to attend to and we don’t believe 
we can make much headway with all the neighbors 
intruding. 

If, in our American family, we are able to effect 
a standard of living that shall insure to each man, 
woman, and child a good home, plenty of food and 
clothing, amusements and recreation, we will have 
accomplished all the standardization that this side 
of the Atlantic can subscribe to. We have our 
American standards of life to build, a nationalism 
to sustain. 

Fraternity and equality and liberty are good 
things to agitate where they are needed. Our best 
way of carrying on such agitation is to be the 
living example. But because, for half a century, 
we have sought these ideals, we fail to see wherein 
we must now sacrifice any of the fruits thereof to 
supply a sudden demand for an internationalism. 

Let us get tangled up in European standards of 
labor and our reforms will be lost. It is doubtful 
if the world has any more business talking about 
standardization than a community of cave dwellers 
proposing the organization of a symphony orches- 
tra. First, let us each learn to play something. 


HAMLET WEEPS ON THE WRONG 


TOMB. 

It is with no inconsiderable sympathy we behold 
the poignant grief of the theatrical managers at 
the prospect of increased taxation of tickets. We 
could sympathize more, ay, weep with them, were 
we convinced of the utter interestedness of their 
sorrow. 

We do not presume to accuse the theatrical folk 
of conniving at the scalping of tickets. But we 
do know that ticket scalping thrives. We may

It is certain, at least, that the government has | 
a moral obligation to put the railroads on a paying 
basis before returning them to the private owners. 
It also has an obligation to bring the lines to the 
highest standard of operating efficiency. But, re- 
gardiess of the interests of the private owners, 
the public is entitled to efficient service econom- 
ically rendered. 


IN MEMORY OF ROOSEVELT. 


It is with gratification we perceive the interest 
shown by President Reinberg of the county board 
and the members of the committee appointed by ' 
him to set up some heroic memorial to Roosevelt. 

We hope the members of the committee will be 


memorial; that they will provide the people with 
some definite and objective visualization of the 
man; that it will be something characteristic and 
powerful, and not merely suggestive. 

While there can be no resistance to memoria! 
institutions for the good they will do, it may be 
urged that such institutions are utilitarian and 
economic in themselves and their importance as 
memorials secondary in importance. 

A monument to Roosevelt is of itself desirable 
for the concrete effect upon the people who knew

But inasmuch as we 
fail to perceive. wherein they have been at any 
pains or lack of thrift it begins to appear as if they 
were weeping over the wrong tomb. One cannot 
expect sympathy in his grief after he has been 
caught kicking the corpse around.

FRENCH LICK AND WEST 


BADEN. 

HESE resorts are located in a small 
valley in southwestern Indiana 
and are only one mile apart. The 
average mean temperatures are: 

Spring, 53.9 degrees; summer, 76.6 de- 
grees ; autumn, 55.9 degrees ; and winter, 
38.3. 

The United States army has recently 
established a hospital for convalescent 
soldiers in this valley. The waters from 
the several springs belong to the same 
general class, being sulphated, sulphu- 
reted, alkaline, saline in type. The prin- 
cipal minerals contained are sulphate of 
sodium and magnesium, sodium chloride, 
and the carbonates, and the principal 
gas is sulphureted hydrogen. The wa- 
ters are moderately radioactive. 

These waters are principally useful as 
saline purges. They are used by people 
who have overeaten and underexercised. 
They are excellent for that dark brown 
taste, the Katsenjammers, and, as Dr. 
Delafield used to say, “ the chronic form 
of the same disorder.” They are good 
for some forms of liver trouble, consti- 
pation, colitis, indigestion, and bowel 


with dropsy they do more harm than 
good. There are bathhouses in connec- 
tion with the hotels in which one can 
get Aix baths, Vichy baths, and all other 
kinds of baths. Were these resorts to 
develop a dietary treatment in connec- 
tion with the use of their waters, the 
good that would be accomplished would 
be greatly augmented. 

MOUNT CLEMENS—This resort is lo- 
cated a few miles out of Detroit and has 
about the same climate as that city. 
Like French Lick, this water is sulpho- 
saline, but it differs in that it is very 
much more heavily charged. There are 
about 13,000 grains of salts to the gal- 
lon. Few springs anywhere furnish a 
brine as heavy as this. The principal 
ingredient is sodium chloride. The prin- 
cipal gas is sulphureted hydrogen. The 
treatment consists of hot tub baths of 
ten to fifteerf minutes’ duration, the pa-. 
tient being briskly rubbed while in the 
tub. The bath is followed by hot packs 
and fomentations. 

These waters are used principally by 
rheumatics and persons with old inflam- 
matory @xudates. They are serviceable 
in clearing up inflammatory leavings of 
wounds and injuries. A well worked out 
department of mechanotherapy and un- 
usually complete massage and exercis- 
ing facilities in connection with these 
baths would add greatly to their use- 
fulness.

Milwaukee, Wis., Jan. 18.—[Editor of 
The Tribune.]—In your editorial on the 
prohibition amendment you state that as 
the matter is practically settled your 
argument is merely academic. Any 
answer to it would therefore be academic 
as well, but I can't resist. 
As I see it, your central contention is 
that the abolition of alcoholic drink dif- 
fers from the abolition of human slavery 
because it is merely a social corrective 
and does not touch a fundamental prin- 
ciple of human rights. This rests or two 
assumptions, both of which have now 
been thoroughly exploded. 
The first is that there are private as 
distinguished from public acts. In the 
present intricate constitution of society 
even the striking of a match in my study 
or in the depths of a forest is a public 
act, for if carelessly done it endangers 
or even snuffs out the lives of thousands 
of my fellows; if carefully done it con- 
tributes to their safety. 
The second is that alcohol still retains 
some proper and indispensable function if 
taken internally. Science, by an over- 
whelming consensus, has shattered its 
last defense as a stimulant or a food. It 
is poison, and the drinking of it in any 
amount or state of dilution is a strictly 
anti-social act, whether in the privacy 
of my study, the depths of the forest, or 
the crowded city, where my breath will 
nauseate and my loss of muscular con- 
trol and moral responsibility in some de- 
gree endanger lives.

country lowers the efficiency of 28,000,000 


people. If this fact concerned these 28,- 


000,000 alone, the evil would be funda:

Following the issuance of warrants 
yesterday by Judge John W. Stelk for 
the arrest of Elizabeth A. Channon and

In accordance with the order of the Postmaster General, dated December 13, 1918, new 
schedules of rates for telephone toll calls under which all toll calls throughout the United 
States are placed on a uniform basis, become effective 12:01 a. m. January 21, 1919. 


Under these new schedules the “station to station” rate is the base rate upon which all rates : 
for the various classes of service offered, are computed. This rate is determined by the air wy 


for each 6 miles up to 24 miles and 5c. for each 8 miles beyond, that distance. 


For toll calls where the calling party does not specify a particular person to be reached at the 
called telephone, the “station to station” rate is charged. This method provides the cheapest 
ms 28 and quickest form of telephone toll service. 


“Station to station” calls must be made as far as possible by giving the telephone number 
of the called telephone. Where the number is not known and telephone directory informa- 4a 
tion is not available, the number should be obtained from “Information,” or if the called | 
telephone is at a distant point, the name and address of the called subscriber should be given 


to the toll operator. : 


For toll calls where the calling party specifies a particular person to be nacho eitheulid 
telephone and the connection is established and conversation held with that person, the 


“person to person” rate is charged. As this service requires a greater amount of operating 
effort, the rate for such calls is about one-fourth greater than the “station to station” rate. 
(Minimum “person to person” rate 20c.) 


For toll calls on a “person to person” basis, where the calling party, in placing the call, ) 
designates a definite time at which he will talk and the conversation is held, the “appoint- 
ment” rate is charged. As this service involves the making of the appointment in addition 
to the operating effort necessary for a “person to person” call, the “appointment” rate is

For toll calls made on a “person to person” basis where messenger service is required to 
secure attendance of the designated person at the called telephone, the “messenger call” rate 
applies. This rate is the same as the “appointment” rate, plus any necessary charge for mes- 
senger service. | Hf 
In connection with all toll calls other than those made on a “station to station” basis where 
the connection is established but the conversation is not held, because of any reason beyond 
the control of the telephone company a “report charge” is made equivalent to about one-fourth 


of the “station to station” rate. (Minimum “report charge” !0c., maximum $2.00.) 


Reduced rates, applying only to calls made on a “station to station” basis are quoted for toll : 
service between the hours of 8:30 p.m. and 4:30 a.m. The rate between 8:30 p.m. and 12 
midnight (“evening rate”) is about one-half the “station to station” day rate, and between 12 ai 
midnight and 4:30 a. m. (“night rate”) about one-fourth the “station to station” day rate. The _ 
minimum night rate is 25c. Where the “station to station” day rate is 25c. or less no reduction 
is made for night service. 


The time at which connection is established at originating point governs the rate determining 
whether the day, evening or night charge applies on “station to station” service. ar

OT all obligations of corporations 
having the same interest rate give 
the same Net Return to the investor.
